The  advanced  institutes  of  aeronautics  plan  to  admit  over  4,700  undergraduate 
students  and  over  600  students  with  special  fields  of  study  this  year.  Among  whicn 
over  4.800  are  under  the  national  planning  duty  and  over  480  are  being  cultivated 
througn  commission  In  order  to  make  the  admission  plans  compatible  with  the  jod 
assignments  for  graduates,  students  will  be  admitted  from  all  28  provinces,  di¬ 
rectly  affiliated  cities  and  autonomous  regions  throughout  the  country  except  for 
X izanc .

In  order  to  guaran¬ 
tee  that  units  in  the  national  defense  three-line  regions  can  obtain  the  urgently- 
reeded  gr aduates ,  i ns t i tutes  of  aeronau tics,  based  on  regu 1 at ions  ot  the  Nat i oral 
Commission  of  Education,  have  specifically  admitted  160  students  this  year  for  the 
aviation  industry  enterprising  units  located  in  provinces  within  the  national  de¬ 
fense  three- line  regions  such  as  Shaanxi  CHanzhong  region).  Guizhou.  Sichuan,  Hu¬ 
nan  .  Hubei ,  etc,  Beijing  institute  of  Aeronautics  and  Northwest  Industrial  Uni- 
vers i tv,  with  the  approval  of  the  National  Commission  oT  Education,  have  accepted 
several  high  school  graduates  recommended  for  admission  from  certain  provinces  and 
cities.  Each  institute  has  separate  admission  plan  for  each  major,  so  students  who

can  be  dispelled.  Institutes  of  aeronautics  are  ordinary  advanced  schools,  rather 
than  military  schools,  The  admission  standards  are  being  fully  implemented  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  admission  regulations  for  national  ordinary  advanced  schools  formulated 
by  the  National  Commission  of  Education  without  any  other  special  reoui remen t-s .
